WASHINGTON. — FOOD BINS FULL — The 


present emergency 
finds America's foo;1 bins 


brimming full — though food would 
probably 


huve to be rationed again in case of total war 
Fats and oils would be first on the ration list, 
because they are needed for 
manufacturing 


munitions. 


However, the Agriculture,Department has one 


pound of .butter in cold storage for every person 
in the United States. Sugar would also be ra- 
ticned, though the .shipping lanes to Cuba and 
Hewaii would be cusier to keep.open than in 
World War II. Meat would gradually come under 
rationing, though live-stock production is now 
at an all-time high. The corn and wheat bins 
are also full.

Why Reserve* Heiitati 
At the same-time the Army is appealing to 


reserve officers,to sign up for active duty, it is 


- punishing those who do. As a result, the Army 


can't get the reserve officers it needs most— 


. 
doctors, engineers, radar specialists, and signal 
corps technicians, 


The reason these specialists aren't responding 


to the call is that not. only must they give up 
their private occupations but'also take a demo- 
tion in rank. The Army stubbornly refuses to 
accept volunteers unless they return to active' 
duty in the same rank they held before their 
release. Since all eligible reserve officers have 
been promoted, volunteering now would mean 
a demotion for most of 'them. 


Yet, if they are called back to active duty, 


the law requires the Army to take them at 
their present rank. In other words, those who 
volunteer "are demoted, but those who are order- 
ed back keep the same rank, No wonder' many 
officers are not volunteering, but waiting for an 
arbitrary call.

Sovietizlnr Korea 
Though North Korea has been shut behind 


the iron curtain for five years, enough infor- 
mation has le;ikcd 'out to give a picture of what 
has been going on, 


One of the first acts of the Russian masters 


was to set aside a special "Siberia" for Korean 
political prisoners, This is the Soviet island ol 
Sakhalin, which the 
Russians arc 
feverishly 


. transforming into a military base. 


A total oi 50,000 Koreans has been deported 


to Sakhalin since the iron 
curtain slammed 


across the 38th parallel. For propaganda pur- 
poses, a pretense was.usually made of "hiring" 
these workers—though they had no choice and 
the pay was so low that it amounted to slavery. 


(_ Many of the "labor contracts" were of 40 years 


duration. 


For those who were permitted to remain at 


home, the"' Communist 
constitution for North 


Korea promised 
.an eight-hour working day 


However, it didn't turn out that way. The 
workers were constantly pressured to work 
longer and harder by increasing the production 
quotas/and initiating speed-up programs in 
honor of certain events. 


For example, the youth-working unit ,at the 


Mumpyong refinery recently pledged to. fulfill 
180 per cent of its normal quota during a "com- 
memoration production campaign," For this, they 
were paid no'extra wages, but if they failed to 
produce they were transferred to lew congenial 


work. Yet the Soviet propaganda press describes 
this as "loyal party effort 
contributed on a 


purely voluntary basis," 


Ai another matter ol "party loyalty," workers 


are obliged to buy government bonds on the 
basis of the number, of members in their fam- 
ilies who receive food. 


North Korean farmers also have a bad time. 


The government taxes. almost 25 per cent of 
everything harvested, besides fixing compulsory 
quota si'or delivery of beans, vice, barley, wheat, 
tobacco, and other crops to the government, 
Farmers who cannot meet the quotas or pay 
the taxes are severely punished—even though 
they were not at all to blame for their bad 
harvest, 


Stripping; Korea 


The Soviet Union also stripped North Korea 


of lead, zinc, steel, fuel, lumber, and other stra- 
tegic materials, Again as a propaganda gesture, 
the Soviets .paid .tor w h a t , they took, But, the 
payment was at inflationary prices and did not 
come near the 'fair value, 


After 
stripping: 
Kor<mn 
factories, 
Russia 


forced the few factories sti'il operating to pro- 
duce for 'the benefit of the Soviet Union, This 
was accomplished by long-term 
contracts and 


through "joint stock companies," For exumple. 
the Wonson Oil Company is owned equally by 
the company owners and the Soviet Union; The 
Soviet.share was awarded as a gift for'liberating 
Korea from Japan, However, the Wonson factory 
Is' managed by a Russian, and Russia takes the 
lion's share of the output—or.' her own terms, 
This Is typical of all important North Korean 
companies, 


The Soviets formed an "independent" gov- 


ernment in Korea in 1947, The candidates to 
the "people's assembly,", however, were'all ap- 
proved by the Communists. They were elected 
by -a- show of hands — with no 
choice of an 


alternative candidate, 


Because of these conditions, 2,000,000' North 


Koreans have risked their lives to slip across ' 
the border into democratic South Korea,

In approving Pike, 55 to 24, the SenKte brush- 


ed aside an adverse 5 to 4 report handed down 
by the Senate members of the Joint Congres- 
sional Atomic Energy Committee, 


The four Republicans and one. Democrat who 


opposed Pike in committee did not specify their 
objections, 
Instead 
they 
made 
only 
vague 


charges of incompetence to reporters outside the 
committeemen room. 


Pike's three fellow commissioners testified to 


his ability, loyalty and integrity. It .was noted 
that he is the last remaining1 member of the 
original commission, and thus the only one who 
knows the whole atomic story from the start. 


No witnesses were called against Pikt, and he. 


himself was not asked to testify, though he was 
present at the committee session, Yet the adverse 
vote followed. 


It was no atonement for their previous failure' 


that Pike's 'critics- spelled' out their objections 
a little more in Senate :floor debate, Then it was 
too late to'hear the pertinent wi'.nesses, to hear 
Pike's defense, 


From the debate it became clear thai-Senators 


Millikln and Johnson, 'the two Colorado senators, 
were angry at.Pike because he favors hoarding 
Colorado uranium, reserves for emergencies and 
using foreign 
supplies instead. 
Uranium, 
of 


course, is the basic material in present atomic 
work', 


Senator 
Hickenlcoper's chief complaint ap- 


pears to be Pike's alleged laxity i n - a n incident 
involving transmission'of certain' atomic infor- 
mation to Britain: in 1948, Hickenlcoper-believes 
the information should not have been passed on 
and that Pike could have prevented it, 


Senator 
McMahon, chairman 
of 
the Joint 


Committee, told the Senate, however,, that Pike's 
individual responsibility in the British incident 
was not so great as Hickenlooper suggests, 


Plainly both these complaints, and any others, 


ought to have been threshed out at the com- 
; mittec level where there was some chance of 


arriving at the facts. In refusing to present 
their case there, the five objecting senators have, 
b'ecn derelict in [heir- duty. To say" the' least, 
their performance has been mysterious. 


The Senate 
acted wisely in ignoring their 


adverse report and giving Pike another term.
